New school is formed as 
infants and juniors merge 


IT has been confirmed this 
week that the Mynydd Cynffig 
Infant and Junior schools are to 
merge - to create an all-through 
primary school that will be 
operational from the start of the 
new school year in September. 

Cabinet members on Bridgend 
County Borough Council (BCBC) have 
approved the plans, which will see the 
new combined school cater for children 
aged from three to 11. 

The confirmation comes after 
parents, pupils, staff and governors 
were asked to give their views, and no 
objections were received following the 
publication of a 28-day statutory public 
notice, a BCBC spokesperson stated. 

The spokesman went on : “The infant 
and junior provisions will both continue 
to operate on their current sites until all 


of the pupils can be accommodated 
together on one site in the Kenfig Hill 
area. Funding for the new provision will 
be met from the Welsh Government’s 
21st Century Schools programme and 
the council’s capital programme.” 

The infant school’s headteacher, 
Amanda Stanford is retiring in July, and 
the junior school’s headteacher, Neil 
Davies, will lead the new school. 

Coun Huw David, BCBC’s Deputy 
Leader commented: “I’m pleased that 
we’ve reached the stage where we can 
confirm these new arrangements for 
young pupils in Kenfig Hill. 

“Both schools have always worked 
very closely together to make the 
transition from infants to juniors as easy 
as possible, but creating an all-through 
primary school - albeit on separate sites 
initially - will bring even greater 
continuity.”

POLICE in 
Maesteg are 
appealing for 
witnesses, after 
two teenage girls 
were approached 
by a man in 
Maesteg Park 

A police 

spokeswoman said 
yesterday: “The two 
girls, both aged 15, 
were walking through 
Maesteg Park at 
around 2.30pm on 
Tuesday (June 30), 
when they were 
approached by a man, 
who engaged in 
conversation with 
them. 

“He walked 
alongside the two girls 
towards the town 
centre and then made 
inappropriate 
comments of a sexual 
nature, before the girls 
ran off. Neither of the 
girls was touched 
during the incident”. 

The man is 
described as white, 
between 30 and 40 
years of age, between 
5’8” and 5’10” tall 
with a skinny build, 
gaunt face, and 
shaven head. 

He was wearing a 
grey t-shirt, dark 
green shorts, black 
hat and sunglasses 
with tattoos on both 
forearms. He was 
riding a black bike. 

Local Police 
Inspector Justin Evans 
said: “Neither of the 
girls was threatened, 
or physically harmed 
in any way. However, 


we are treating the 
incident as suspicious, 
and a full 

investigation is under 
way. 

“We would appeal 
to anyone with 
information on this 
incident to come 
forward. We would 
also ask residents to 
be extra vigilant and 
report any suspicious 
behaviour to us 
immediately. 

“Anyone who may 
have seen the man in 
Maesteg Park is urged 
to contact us”. 

“Our advice to 
parents is to remain 
calm and vigilant. 
Continue to take 
normal, sensible 
precautions to keep 
your children safe and 
if you do see anything 
suspicious report it to 
us immediately by 
ringing 101. 

“We take 

suspicious incidents of 
this nature seriously 
and we are keen to 
trace the man 
involved. 

“Please help us by 
not spreading rumours 
or panic about this on 
Facebook or Twitter, 
if you have any 
concerns please ring 
us”.

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Man jailed for 
fraud over 88- 
year-old’s will 


A WILL writer from 

Porthcawl has been 

imprisoned for six months, 
after pleading guilty to three 
offences under the Fraud Act 
and one offence under the 
Proceeds of Crime Act. 

In a case brought by Bridgend 
County Borough Council’s Trading 
Standards department, Bridgend 
Magistrates Court heard on Monday, 
June 1, how Stephen Sharp, of Gordon 
Road, Porthcawl acted as the executor 
of a will he had prepared for one of his 
clients, following her death at the age 
of 88 years. 

Despite clear instructions on the 
distribution of the estate, Mr Sharp did 
not act in accordance with the wishes 
of the deceased, and failed to pass on 
monies to many of the beneficiaries. 

The court heard that not only did Mr 
Sharp fail to pass on monies, as set out 
in the will, but he also failed to pay off 
outstanding accounts with the 
Department of Work and Pensions as 
part of the estate management process. 

Mr Sharp was unable to account for 
the whereabouts of the missing money, 
and it was established that substantial 
amounts were paid into his own 
personal account, as well as the 
accounts of two of the companies he 
was involved in. 

It was alleged that he had benefited 
to the total of £17,000 for personal 
gain and to the detriment of the rightful 
beneficiaries. Several years after his 
client’s death, most of the beneficiaries 


have still not received their 
entitlement. 

In addition to the six-month 
sentence, the court ordered that Mr 
Sharp would need to make a payment 
of £17,000 to reimburse the estate, 
representing the monies wrongfully 
taken. 

Welcoming the conclusion of the 
case, Coun Charles Smith, chair of the 
Joint Committee for Shared 
Regulatory Services, said: “This has 
been a complex case to investigate and 
I am grateful for the work of Trading 
Standards officers in bringing the 
matter to a conclusion. The outcome 
sends a stark warning to those 
perpetrating fraud against our 
residents, and I hope it will bring some 
peace of mind to the family 
concerned.” 

The council recommends that any 
local residents who are about to make 
their will, or are planning to do so, 
should ensure that any will writing 
services they engage are members of 
one of the professional associations 
and comply with a Consumer Code of 
Practice approved by the Chartered 
Trading Standards Institute. 
Alternatively, many High Street 
solicitors provide a will drafting 
service for clients. 

A regional regulatory service 
covering Bridgend county borough, 
Cardiff and the Vale, now runs services 
including Trading Standards, 
environmental health and licensing, 
and can be contacted either by calling 
01656 643643, or by emailing 
talktous@bridgend.gov.uk. 


Off-duty lifeboatman 
swims to the rescue of 
a surfer off Rest Bay 


AN off-duty 

lifeboatman was the 
hero of a dramatic 
rescue when a surfer 
got into difficulty in 
the sea off Rest Bay, 
Porthcawl at 7pm on 
Sunday. 

Both Porthcawl RNLI 
lifeboats Rose of the 
Shires and Jean Ryall 
were launched to reports 
of people in difficulty. 

A spokesperson said 
that two volunteer crews 


from Porthcawl RNLI 
Lifeboat station made 
their way through rough 
seas to the reported 
position of the surfers. 

As they approached 
Rest Bay, a swimmer and 
a surfer could be seen in 
the water. When the 
lifeboat came alongside 
them, it turned out that the 
swimmer who had swum 
out to rescue the surfer 
was Chris Page, one of 
the lifeboat crew who had 
just finished his shift as a 
lifeguard at Rest Bay.. 



Chris said: “I had just 
left the lifeguard station 
and was on my way home 
when I saw a body 
boarder in difficulty and 
drifting out to sea. I told 
my friend who was with 
me to ring the coastguard 
and ask for the lifeboat, 
while I ran down onto the 
beach. 

“When I had swum out 
to the body boarder I 
reassured him that the 
lifeboats were on their 
way, and stayed with 
him.” 

Volunteer RNLI 
Lifeboat Helmsman Carl 
Evans commented: “It 
was lucky that Chris had 
spotted the body boarder 
and had the initiative to 
ensure the lifeboats were 
launched before he 
entered the water. 

“Chris swam about 400 
metres to reach the surfer 
in heavy surf and strong 
currents. Visibility was 
poor off Rest Bay, as the 
waves were about 1-2 
metres high, and at times, 
they could not be seen by 
the lifeboats. 

“Chris staying with the 
surfer and reassuring him 
was essential, as if the 
surfer had left his board 
and tried to swim ashore, 
he may not have been 
seen in the waves,” Carl 
said. 

Chris and the surfer 
were put safely ashore by 
the smaller D Class 
Lifeboat, and other 
surfers close to the point 
were advised to make 
their way further across 
the beach.

Council list 
their top ten 
recycling tips 


BRIDGEND 
County Borough 
Council is marking 
National Recycle 
Week by 

encouraging local 
residents to take 
another look at how 
much waste can be 
recycled from every 
room at home. 

In most homes, the 
majority of recyclable 
materials are generated 
in the kitchen, whether 
it be food waste, 
cardboard and plastic 
food packaging, or glass 
bottles and sauce jars. 

But a lot of rubbish 
accumulated from every 
other room is suitable 
for the weekly kerbside 
recycling collections 
too. 

For example, 
shampoo and shower 
gel containers, empty 
perfume bottles, 
deodorant cans and 
toilet roll tubes are all 
items found in the 
bathroom which are 
ideal for recycling, 
while magazines and 
catalogues, junk mail 
and even old clothes are 
all recyclable items 
you ’d find elsewhere. 

Here are the council’s 
top ten Recycle Week 
tips... 

1. All food leftovers 
and unavoidable food 
waste should be placed 
in your kitchen caddy. 

2. Cardboard items 
can all be placed for 
recycling in one of your 
black boxes. 

3. If you are recycling 
a large amount of 
cardboard, please fold 


or break it up so that it 
fits in your black box. 

4. Don’t forget to 
check your bathroom for 
empty glass medicine 
bottles, perfume and 
cosmetic bottles. 

5. There are plenty of 
plastics to recycle in the 
bathroom, such as old 
shampoo and shower 
gel bottles, toothpaste 
tubes and bottle tops. 

6. Washing and 
squashing your cans 
and plastic bottles will 
help to keep your blue 
bag clean and will also 
make room to recycle 
more! 

7. You can recycle old 
clothes and shoes by 
placing them out in a 
carrier bag on your 
collection day. 

8. As well as 
newspaper, your black 
box for paper is also the 
place for envelopes, 
receipts, gift tags, 
leaflets, comics and 
magazines. 

9. Batteries can be 
recycled by placing 
them in an old plastic 
bag and popping the 
bag on top of your black 
box which contains 
paper. 

10. BCBC’s recycling 
partners, Kier, don’t 
currently collect crisp 
packets, polystyrene 
packaging, bread 
wrapping, plastic bags 
or black plastic trays for 
recycling. These 
materials should be put 
in your black bag for 
landfill. 


Plans for a woodland 
on former colliery site

Resources Wales project team for a 
walk over the site where they will 
explain the plans for the site that have 
been developed with the community to 
date.

9, 6pm to 7.30pm; Saturday, July 11,

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Porthcawl s Own Battalion leaves town 

CERI JOSEPH OF PORTHCAWL MUSEUM CONTINUES HER ACCOUNT OF 
PORTHCAWL DURING THE FIRST WORLD WAR. THIS WEEK ITS JULY 1915. 



AS the first year of 
the war drew to a 
close, in response to 
a munitions crisis, 
David Lloyd 

George, minister 
for munitions 
called for skilled, 
unskilled and 
female workers to 
help in the war 
effort by working 
in the newly-run 
government 
coordinated 
munitions industry. 

“Without women, 
victory will tarry,” he 
announced in July 1915. 

By 1916, Wales had 
one of the largest 
factories employing 
women, at Pembrey. Yet 
it was at the Swansea 
factory in 1917, where 
two women were killed, 
that the dangers of 
working with cordite 
became confirmed. 

Also, in response to 
Lloyd George’s 


declaration in April that 
excessive drinking was 
causing “more damage 
to Britain in this war 
than all the German 
submarines put 

together,” the Central 
Control Board (Liqour 
Traffic) began ‘‘getting 
to grips with the evil .’ 
(Porthcawl News July 8, 
1915.) 

In July, Cardiff, 
Newport and Barry were 
included in the first 
towns in Britain to be 
affected by the new 
licensing hours; many of 
which remained in place 
until 1988. 

Finally, the onset of 
the National 

Registration Act 

galvanized the nation. 

‘ With the exclusion of 
members of his 
Majesty’s naval and 
military forces ,’ 

(Porthcawl News July 
22, 1915) all citizens 
between the ages of 15 - 
65 years were instructed 
to individually fill in 
their respective forms. 


Blue forms were for 
men and white for 
women. 

‘The forms will be at 
every dwelling house 
within the six days 
immediately preceding 
Sunday, August 15, and 
collected on the days 
immediately following .’ 
(Porthcawl News July 8, 
1915.) 

The information 
supplied under the Act 
provided manpower 
statistics and also 
enabled the military 
authorities to 

discriminate between 
persons who should be 
called up for military 
service and those who 
should, in the national 
interest, be retained in 
civil employment. 

It was stated that 
voluntary enlistment 
would cease in 
December 1915, which 
as a consequence, 
encouraged many men 
to join up. It seemed to 
some to be a nobler act 
than to be conscripted. 

Conscription was to 
begin in January 1916. 
Out of the five million 
men found eligible for 
active service, in August 
1915, 1.6 million 

qualified for reserved 
occupational status. 

A military presence 
had existed in Porthcawl 
since August 1914, but it 
was with ’genuine 
regret’ that the departure 
of the 18th (Service) 
Battalion, Welsh 

Regiment to Prees Heath 
was most keenly felt. 
Councillor TG Jones 
remarked on learning of 
their imminent 

withdrawal: “ During the 
last six or seven months 
we have intertwined our 
lives with those of the 
gallant body of little 
men now amongst us.” 
(Porthcawl News July 8, 
1915.) 

At 7 am on Monday, 
July 12, 1915, residents 
congregated on the 
Esplanade to line the 
route to the train station. 
Headed by the mascot 
‘Billie’ the goat, the 
regimental band led the 
march. 

People ran alongside 
distributing cigarettes, 
supplied by Mr TE 
Deere JP; hankies were 
waved from the railway 
bridge as ‘ Porthcawl’s 
Own Battalion,’ ‘ was 
making one step closer 
to Berlin .’ (Porthcawl 
News July 22, 1915.) 
One resident lamented, 
as the trains left the 
station, that Sundays 
would never be the

same. “We shall greatly 
miss the church parade 
on Sunday next and the 
band in the afternoon.” 

The battalion was to 
serve with distinction at 
Ypres, the Somme and, 
particularly, at Bourlon 
Wood in November 
1917. 

Meanwhile, the 
encamped 3rd (Service) 
Battalion, Welsh 

Regiment which had 
arrived in February 
remained at Porthcawl. 
Soldiers not only 
enlisted into this 
battalion and received 
preliminary training, but 
the camps further served 
as a place of 
convalescence. 

Wounded men 

arriving must have had 
their shattered spirits 
lifted as they 
approached the 

whitewashed pebbles 
which surrounded 
flowerbeds, containing a 
Red Dragon design, at 
the entrance to the 
Danygraig camp. The 
band of the 3rd Battalion 
arriving at the Newton 
Camp in late July also 
uplifted the hearts of 
Porthcawlians as, for a 
short while at least, 
Sundays would once 
more be enhanced with a 
band concert preceded 
by a military march. 

Included in the new 
commissions granted to 
the 3rd Welsh that 
month was newly 
promoted 2nd 

Lieutenant Reginald 
Mortimer Nicholls. 
Reginald, one of seven 
children was born in 
Aberkenfig in March 
1886. His parents, 
Frederick and Sarah 
owned and ran a bakery 
and confectioner’s on 
Wyndham Street, 
Bridgend, before 

moving to Porthcawl to 
manage the Pier Hotel. 

Reginald had 

attended Wallingscote 
Road College in 
Weston-Super-Mare

where he would have 
been trained in the 
Officer’s Training 
Corps, as part of the 
school syllabus. 

Many young men 
would gain commissions 
as a result of their public 
school background. 

It has been estimated 
that the average life 
expectancy of a 2nd 
Lieutenant serving at the 
front was six weeks. 
2nd Lt Nicholls lasted a 
little longer. Landing in 
France in November 
1915, it was while he 
was moving down the 
trench, having been 
granted leave, that he 
was hit by a shell and 
died on July 18, 1916 in 
No 38 Casualty Clearing 
Station, Heilly, Somme, 
France. He was 31 years 
old. 

Later that year in 
October 1916, his 
parents received news 
that his brother Corporal 
Frederick Walter 

Nicholls, also 3rd 
Battalion Welsh 

Regiment, had been 
awarded the Military 
Medal for gallantry on 
patrol. Corporal Nichol, 
19 years old was the first 
Porthcawlian to receive 
such an honour during 
the war. 

On July 8, the 
Porthcawl News printed 
a letter written from the 
Dardenelles by Sergeant 
Oliver Howe RASC. 


Writing from a tent on 
one of the beaches in 
Cape Helles as shells 
were raining down, he 
refers to the huge loss of 
life suffered as 
regiments had made 
their landing on the 
beach three days before. 

Moreover, from his 
position he describes 
seeing the keel of a 
recently torpedoed ship, 
probably HMS Majestic 
which had been sunk on 
May 27, 1915. Oliver 
also states: “I saw the 
‘Queen Lizzie,’ as the 
boys call her, giving the 
Turks some of John 
Bull’s latest medicine. 
She is a topper.” 


The battleship HMS 
Queen Elizabeth, one of 
five super dreadnoughts 
that had entered service 
in January 1915 was the 
only one to serve in the 
Dardenelles. Later in 
the year, Oliver was to 
be invalided home with 
a fever and would, in 
later life, become a 
stalwart of Porthcawl’s 
Fire Brigade. (In the fire 
brigade photo, Oliver 
Howe is fourth from the 
left, back row.) 

Private de Santer of 
the Belgian Army paid a 
surprise visit to his 
brother and his family, 
who were refugees 
living at 12, Wells 


Street. He had obtained 
a few days furlough and 
had left the trenches on 
July 1. It is remarkable 
that he arrived so soon, 
if at all in Porthcawl, as 
his passport had stated 
that he was allowed to 
proceed to the town of 
‘Wells Street’. 

Finally, the 

committee of the Royal 
Porthcawl Golf Club 
expelled an ‘alien’ from 
their membership, 
auctioned his clubs for 
the Prince of Wales 
Fund; and then warned 
anyone playing with 
German clubs that they 
would incur a heavy 
fine.

“It is hoped to use the 
site not just for a hall but 
also a children’s play 
area and wildflower 
meadow. 

“We want to make the 
space as multi-purpose 
as possible and the 
building materials will 
reflect the geology of the 
heritage coast.” 

The new hall is likely 
to cost upwards of 
£500,000 and will be run 
by the village for the 
village. 

Developers are 
building new homes in 
the village and the group 
hopes that section 106 
money from this could 
be made available (talks 
are still ongoing). 

The shortfall will be 
raised via Welsh 
Assembly and European 
community grants and 
lottery funding. 

One resident added: 

“It is really unfair a 
village this size has had 
virtually no facilities for 
such a long time. 

“I love the new design 
of the hall and can’t wait 
to see it and use it. 

“The kids around here 
are really excited and 
can’t wait for a new play 
area.” 

Eugene Travers-Jones 
added: “We still have a 
long way to go but with 
the support of people 
like Jane Hutt, the Vale 
Council and the 
enthusiasm of the 
residents, I really believe 
we can finally get the 
hall we need.” 

Long-standing trustee 
Penny Haskayne said: “I 
have been campaigning 
for a hall for more than 
15 years but the village 
has been trying for 45 
years. 

“I really do believe 
we may finally get the 
hall we deserve.”

Care chief claims 
new legislation 
is “madness” 


A NUMBER of 
nursing homes in 
the Vale could be 
forced to close 
because of new 
UK Government 
rules, a social 
care chief has 
claimed. 

The controversial 
legislation will force 
non-European workers 
to return home if they 
are not earning at least 
£35,000 after six years - 
and that will include 
well-qualified nurses 
working in social care. 

According to Care 
Forum Wales, the body 
that represents the 
independent social care 
sector in Wales, it will 
lead to the loss of 
nursing home beds at a 
time when they are 
needed more than ever 
and could force some 
homes to close 
completely because of a 
shortage of trained staff. 

Mario Kreft, the 
Chair of Care Forum 
Wales, said: 

“Essentially, the 
Government will end up 
getting rid of well- 
qualified staff doing a 
good job and then 
replacing them with 
economic migrants 
without qualifications. 

“This could very well 
lead to nursing homes 
being closed because of 
a shortage of qualified 
nurses. 

“It could also lead to 
the sector having to pay 
higher fees for agency 
nurses and will almost 
certainly mean some 
care providers will have 
to stop offering nursing 
care. 

“This is utter 
madness. This is the 
daftest policy I have 
heard of in a long time.” 

According to Mary 
Wimbury, the senior 
policy advisor at Care 
Forum Wales, the new 
Home Office rules 
could push the Welsh 
care sector, which is

At its Bournemouth 
conference recently, the 
Royal College of 
Nursing (RCN) 
highlighted the fact that 
thousands of foreign 
nurses working in junior 
posts in the UK could 
be forced to return 
home under new Home 
Office immigration 
rules. 

As part of its effort to 
control net migration, 
the Government is 
imposing a new pay 
threshold for migrants 
which means that non- 
European workers will 
have to leave the UK 
after six years if they 
are not earning at least 
£35,000. 

The RCN predicts the 
rules will “cause chaos” 
for the health service, 
waste money spent on 
recruitment and affect 
more than 3,300 NHS 


nurses by 2017. 

“The new rules will 
have a disastrous effect 
on the care sector in 
Wales, which employs 
many nurses from non- 
European countries, few 
of whom will be earning 
anything like the 
£35,000 threshold. 

“The actual figure of 
those involved runs into 
hundreds of nurses who 
in turn care for many 
thousands of patients 
across Wales. 

“Due to a reduction 
in the number of nurses 
being trained and an 
increase in numbers 
leaving the profession 
we already have a 
significant issue in 
terms of recruiting 
nurses to the care sector 
in Wales and this will 
only makes things 
worse.” 

The Home Office has 
said the rules will help 
reduce demand for 
migrant labour.

but plot is not a strong point

The latest supporting 
players have a little bit 
more profile, however, 
as the Minions from the 
Despicable Me films 
take centre stage in a 
film entitled (you 
guessed it) Minions. 

Set in the years 
before they meet with 
those films’ lead 
character, Gru, we 
follow Minions Stuart, 
Kevin and Bob as they 
are recruited by super¬ 
villain Scarlet Overkill 
(voiced by Sandra 
Bullock), who, with her 
husband Herb {Mad 
Men's Jon Hamm), has 
plans to take over the 
world, a mission that the 
Minions are tasked with 
helping, though their 
help may very well turn 
into hindrance... 

Given that you can 
barely step into a shop 
or visit social media 
without seeing 
something to do with the 
little yellow creatures, 
the characters of the 
Minions have developed 
a ubiquity rarely seen; in 
fact, it would be fair to 
say that they are a pop 
culture phenomenon. 

Given that the 
Despicable Me films 
have taken over $1.5 
billion worldwide (in no 
small part due to the 
allure of the characters), 
it’s unsurprising that 
they’ve spun off into 
their own feature - the 
end product is a film 
that is enjoyable and 
entertaining, will keep 
you amused but feels a 
little flat in terms of the 
story. 

Not that it really 
matters about the plot; 
after all the stars of the 
show are the Minions, 
and their particular 
brand of slapstick 
comedy, and here the

film strikes a home run. 
The opening section of 
the film, where we see 
their creation and then 
their search for the 
baddest boss they can 
find (clue - things don’t 
end well for the bosses 
they choose) is a well- 
judged selection of 
comedic pratfalling and 
japery. 

Their garbled and 
gobbled speech (a 
mixture of gibberish and 
several languages) 
sounds funny, but also 
squarely places the 
emphasis on the 
physicality of the 
humour, and directors 
Pierre Coffin and Kyle 
Baida showcase this 
incredibly well. 

It’s just a shame that 
convention dictates that 
it needs a plot to hang 
this comedy on, as the 
one conjured up is 
unengaging and dull. 
Given that they used the 
vocal talents of Sandra 
Bullock, you would 
expect Scarlet Overkill 
to be a hugely 
impressive villain. 
Instead, while it’s a nice 
to see a female character 
as the big bad, the 
character is lacking in 
just that, with Jon 
Hamm even more ill- 
served with the role as 
her inventor husband. 

Whenever the 
Minions are allowed to 
run riot, the film shines; 
when we get into the 
intricacies of the plot 
(involving an unlikely 
coronation, abdication 
and a kidnap and rescue) 
it loses pace and 
excitement, before a 
climax that sees a 
familiar face come in 
and steal, quite literally, 
the film. 

While it won’t bother 
younger audiences, for 
whom these characters 
are perfect viewing 
fodder, it does take the

shine off the hilarity of

Ty Hafan’s hero dads 
conquer Three Peaks 



A GROUP of dads supported 
by Ty Hafan braved tough 
weather conditions to tackle 
the three highest peaks in 
Wales to raise funds for the 
charity.

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Residents discuss flood 
defences plan with AM 


REGIONAL AM 
Suzy Davies has 
met Newton 

residents to discuss 
the Welsh 

Government’s 
decision to stop 
maintaining flood 
defences in 20 
years. 

The recent exhibition 
at the Grand Pavilion 
about Natural Resources 
Wales’ plans for the 
Porthcawl shoreline 
helped answer some 
questions but the 
lifetime of the plan still 
left many concerns. 

Mrs Davies, a Welsh 
Conservative Regional 
AM, was accompanied 
by Coun Ken Watts, 
county borough member 
for Newton, and Coun 
Alun Thomas, who won 
a seat representing 
Newton on Porthcawl 
Town Council in a by- 
election last week. 

One resident of Beach 
Road said that her front 
garden had been flooded 
several times by the sea 
during the 40 years she 
has lived locally. NRW 
has now installed flood 
gates for her and some 
neighbours. 

Following the floods 
two winters ago, NRW 
spent £300,000 and used 
more than 6,500 tonnes 
of stone rock armour to 
shore up the defences to 
make them more 
resilient to the effects of 



the tides. This is in 
addition to the wall built 
by the old Ogwr 
Borough Council in 
1989. 

Coun Alun Thomas, 
who attended the 
exhibition, said that the 
shoreline management 
plan was under a rolling 
review, and it was 
possible that the 
decision to stop 
maintaining the flood 
defences would be 
reversed. 

In that case, an option 
being explored was the 
possibility of raising the 
height of the existing sea 
wall by a further six feet, 
although BCBC is 
concerned about the 
appearance of the area if 
this happened. 

Ken Watts said that 
exceptionally high tides 
in the past had seen the 
sea overtopping this wall 
and flooding the road 
between the beach and 
the houses. The 
proposed new beach 
defences, explained at 


the exhibition, could 
well stop that from 
happening in the future. 

The regional AM said 
that while it was very 
good to see defences 
being strengthened, it 
was also irresponsible to 
announce that the Welsh 
Government would only 
commit to that for a set 
period of time. 

She went on: “Where 
protection of people’s 
homes is concerned, it is 
entirely sensible for the 
Welsh Government to 
think ahead. As Natural 
Resources Wales’ 
present plan comes to 
the end of its life, the 
appropriate step would 
be to begin planning 
afresh to deal with the 
challenges of the next 20 
or 30 years. 

“To say, at this stage, 
that the Government 
won’t commit to repairs 
or further improvements 
from 2035, is simply 
unhelpful, however. 
We’ll have had four 
Assembly elections by 


then and who knows 
what Governments 
between now and then 
may decide.” 

She added: “Is the 
Welsh Government, in 
approving NRW’s plans, 
signalling to my 
constituents that they 
don’t mind if their 
homes are undefended, 
with all the implications 
that has? 

“I will be asking 
Environment Minister 
Carl Sergeant AM to 
look again at this 
decision. There are 
young families who 
have moved into this 
street and the situation is 
causing great worry and 
stress to residents of all 
ages. 

“I hope the Welsh 
Government will 

persuade NRW to 
withdraw the decision of 
a final intervention and 
leave the question of 
long term maintenance 
of flood defences open 
for future 

consideration.”

“In developing these key educational reforms we 
have worked with, and taken advice from, 
businesses, schools, colleges and universities to 
improve qualifications in Wales, making sure they 
meet the needs of our young people and make a 
valuable contribution to supporting the Welsh 
economy.” 

Llangynwyd teacher Catrin agreed that there is 
now a “clearer focus” to the reformed Welsh Bacc 
qualification: “The proposed changes to the Welsh 
Baccalaureate are very much welcomed. The 
simple fact that it is now graded has given it a 
greater status, among students and parents, and as a 
result the commitment is so much greater.”

LOCAL historian Brian 
Keitch continues his 
series on Penarth’s 
development. 

WITH the dock 

completed and 
open for business, 
the need for 

accommodation for 
local workers (and 
now sailors) meant 
being a stonemason 
was a pretty good 
profession. 

If you were the owner 
of a quarry then you 
were almost a member 
of the elite. The 

preponderance of lias 
limestone in and around 
Penarth (and of course 
the rest of the Vale) - its 
flat characteristics - and 
in blocks which nature 
provided in this 

sedimentary rock - was 
ideal for house 
construction and paving 
stones! 

In addition, the rock 
could be broken up into 
stones as hardcore for 
the many roadways that 
were going to be needed. 
Prior to this, local 
‘roads’ were simply 
muddy unmade tracks. 
With limestone there 
was a further benefit - 
lime for farms, sanitary 
reasons and not least as 
a base for mortar and 
cement. 

Quarrying on a small 
scale had carried on for 
centuries - usually for 
farm buildings and 
agricultural limekilns 
(an excellent example 
being on Ashby Road, 


Sully - though kilns can 
be found scattered all 
over the Vale). 

In Penarth, the stone 
required was right on the 
doorstep. There was 
quarrying going on 
below Queen’s Road. 
There were kilns too. A 
horse and cart would do 
the job nicely, but there 
were tramlines as well. 

At the heart of the 
‘new town’ was an 
important quarry next to 
Belle Vue Cottage. 
Builders could literally 
fill up the stone and get 
cracking building 
houses on the new roads 
nearby. Another quarry 
was situated in the cliff 
below Penarth Head. 
Needless to say at these 
locations there was little 
need to slog up steep 
tracks to the top of town. 

An alternative was to 
collect stones from the 
beach, though most 
appeared to be in the 
domain of commercial 
quarrying. 

It was not just in 
Penarth that quarrymen 
dug up stone. Leckwith 
had two stone quarries, 
and Llandough three. 
Later, as Penarth 
expanded southward - 
especially after the 
arrival of railway 
passenger services in 
1878, limestone - which 
was just beneath the soil 
- was extracted in two 
large quarries at Cwrt y 
fil. 

The Cwrt y fil 
quarries (not to be 
confused with the 


caught up in housebuilding boom 



cement works and 
associated quarries in 
lower Penarth) were 
located at what is now 
the Old Penarthians’ 
rugby ground. Initially a 
smaller quarry slightly 
to the north - near the 
Cefn Mably Hotel, 
supplied lime with its 
own kiln and tramway. 

By the 1880s the two 
merged and chief 
extraction of stone was 
for house building. A 
new tramway was 
constructed - which was 
much to the pleasure of 
the local board - “due to 
the large quantities of 
stones conveyed.... thus 
saving the Parish Road 
(from much damage)”. 

TRAMWAY 

The parish road 
mentioned was later 
called Stan well Road. 
Within a few years, a 
whole new community 
emerged nearby - 
known as Morristown 
named after builder 
William Morris who 
went on to be a major 
figure in local politics. 

He was a major house 
builder in Penarth and 
no doubt was a prime 

mover in the 

construction of the 
tramway. The Cardiff 
Directory of 1888/9 

reveals that many 

inhabitants of 

Morristown were 

masons, to dress the 
stone, excavators to dig 
it out and various 
labourers. It must have 
been quite a lively place 
- with its own pub, a 


mile or so from Penarth! 

It is unlikely that the 
Cwrt y fil tramway had 
the use of steam traction 

- there is no evidence of 
any shed to 
accommodate one. The 
horse almost certainly 
provided the motive 
power! The Cwrt y fil 
tramway seems to have 
faded away by the 1920s 

- maps show it as 
derelict, but for many 
who played cricket, 
hockey and rugby for 
Penarth Athletic Club, 
the field behind the 
grandstand was for 
many years known as 
the “trolleylines”. 

Pupils of Evenlode 
Primary School might 
be interested to know 
that at one time a 
railway ran through their 
school playground! 

It was a similar story 
at Llandough. The 
remains of one quarry 
can still be made out 
along Cogan Pill lane 
(the bridge under the 
lane is still there). The 
main quarry though, 
was behind what is now 
Greenway Road. There 
is a fascinating 
photograph of the 
quarry in operation. 
Obviously posed - the 
photograph shows 
workers poised on 
planks with wheel 
barrows. 

Standing to the right 
of the picture appears to 
be the supervisor or 
manager of the works. 
After all, in those days 
to pose for a 


photographer was quite 
a novelty - taken by - in 
this case Lee Brothers of 
Cardiff - and printed in 
the commercial 

directory at that! There 
appear to be about 20 
workers pictured with a 
horse the means of 
pulling the wagons. 

As the quarry 
expanded, a small tank 
locomotive called Taff 
was employed to do the 
haulage. The works 
belonged to one D 
Thomas whose office 
was at 2, Old Wharf, 
Cardiff. The company 
be out that it distributed 
stone and lime across 
south Wales - ‘Colliery 
and Iron Works, 
Companies, Contractors 
and Builders’. 

With Penarth and 
Cardiff fast expanding 
communities, there was 
no shortage of business! 

TRAGIC 

There was, however, 
one major problem: as 
they quarried 

downwards the water 
table was hit - making 
further extraction 
difficult if not 
impossible. 

It also had tragic 
consequences - the 
Belle Vue quarry in 
Penarth filled up with 
water and became an 
attraction for pupils at 
Penarth Board School 
opposite. One Fred 
Sandford almost 

drowned there in 1876 - 
but was rescued. 

Not so lucky, later in 
the same year were 


William Richards and 
his little brother, who 
fell into the water and 
did not survive. 

The quarry was then 
filled in and is now the 
Belle Vue Bowling 
green. 

Likewise, Llandough 
quarry was also 
abandoned due to 
flooding. At its peak, 
the Llandough tramway 
went down a steep 
incline to meet up with 
the Taff Vale Railway at 
the Llandough Lime 
Works. 

Nothing now remains 
of any of these works - 
other than the many 
rows of terraced houses 
and mansions which 
abound in Penarth 
(though the bridge under 
Leckwith Road where 


the Llandough trams 
went is still sleeping 
there - buried). 

The era of limestone 
ended as quickly as it 
started. All around our 
area is red mark and clay 
(ideal for firing bricks). 
Brick quarries were 
established in Cogan, 
Penarth, Llandough, 
Dinas Powys and Biglis 
Moors. 

Easy to transport, 
mass-produced and no 
need for stonemasons to 
dress the rock and ideal 
for house building - it 
quickly saw the demise 
of the stone quarries. 

Some remains of the 
brick quarries still scar 
the local countryside, 
but the limestone 
quarries vanished almost 
without trace, filled in 


and built on. 

Gone too is the 
Penarth Cement Works, 
with its ‘Dragon Brand’ 
paving stones and fleet 
of industrial 

locomotives - no longer 
does little steam 
locomotive Doris stop 
traffic on Lavernock 
Road - followed by 
three Ruston diesel 
locomotives. 

Now we have 
Cosmeston housing 
estate - and a bit of bird 
watching (or bird 
feeding) at Cosmeston 
Lakes - all built around 
a vast hole dug out of 
the ground for cement. 

Another even more 
obscure tramway system 
served the kilns and 
works at Cross 
Common, Dinas Powys.

Evan Williams — ‘one of 
the most successful 
National Hunt jockeys 9 


ONE of the most successful 
National Hunt jockeys of 
his time was Evan 
Williams, who hailed from 
Cowbridge in the Vale. 

The son of Fred Williams, the 
popular starter at Cardiff’s Ely 
Racecourse and mine host of the 
Bear Hotel, Cowbridge, Evan was 
to win two Cheltenham Gold Cups 
and a Grand National. 

He also set an unusual record of 
sorts when at Ely Racecourse on 
Easter Monday, 1933, he rode his 
first winner, Mr Ghandi, as an 
amateur and the last, Vive 
L’Amour, as a professional. 

Evan was attached to fellow 
Welshman Owen Anthony’s 
Letcombe Bassett yard when he 
was asked to ride the legendary 
Golden Miller in the 1936 
Cheltenham Gold Cup. 

Golden Miller, who had set a 
record by winning the race for the 
previous four years, ran out with 
his usual rider, Gerry Wilson, in 
the saddle less than three weeks 
before the race. 

It must have caused the little- 
known Welshman, as he was then, 
a great deal of stress getting up for 
the first time in public on the most 
popular steeplechaser of all time. 

But Evan, showing great 
horsemanship as well as 
jockey ship, steered the mighty 
‘Miller ’ home to a 12-length win 


over Royal Mail, the horse on 
whom he was to win the 1937 
Grand National. 

Evan’s second Cheltenham 
Gold Cup win came in 1940 when 
he scored an easy 10 lengths win 
on Roman Hackle who, like 
Golden Miller, was owned by 
Miss Dorothy Paget and trained by 
Owen Anthony. 

The 1937 Grand National was 
celebrated as the centenary of the 
great race by the Liverpool 
Racecourse Executive. The fact 
that a Welshman - North Walian 
Henry Potts - had won the first 
was not picked up by the racing 
scribes when Evan won on Hugh 
Lloyd Thomas’ Royal Mail. 

Sadly, Mr Lloyd-Thomas, a 
former assistant secretary to the 
Prince of Wales, was later killed in 
a fall at Derby racecourse the 
following year. 

A keen amateur rider himself, 
he had planned to ride Royal Mail 
in the 1938 Aintree spectacular. 

Royal Mail, who was trained by 
Ivor Anthony, took up the running 
a long way from home and in the 
capable hands of his rider, stayed 
on stoutly to beat Cooleen by three 
lengths. 

Twenty-four-year-old Evan had 
taken the lead much sooner than 
he wanted in order to keep clear of 
some loose horses. In fact, on the 
second circuit, he had nearly been 
brought down by one of them. 


But by racing ahead he left 
them to trouble his pursuers and 
this wise move won him the race. 

When asked by the press what 
he thought about his success he 
replied: “What can I say? I have 
won the Grand National, and I am 
naturally delighted. Give the 
credit to the horse. 

“He jumped perfectly and 
cleverly. He made one or two 
mistakes, but they were not 
entirely his fault. When I took up 
the running in the country the 
second time, some loose horses 
interfered with Royal Mail and it 
was not long before we could 
shake them off. After that 
everything went smoothly.” 

At the end of the war, Evan 
took out a trainer’s licence and 
trained on the flat at Kingsclere. 

His most notable success was 
Supreme Court which won, among 
other races, the King Edward VII 
Stakes at Royal Ascot and the 
Festival of Britain King George 
VI and Queen Elizabeth Stakes at 
Ascot. 

He retired to Ireland and died in 
2001, aged 89. 

Next time we take a look at the 
legendary Fulke Walwyn who, 
contrary to most racing 
biographies, was born in 
Wrexham and not Monmouthshire.

Excellent form continues 
for the Romilly bowlers 


ROMILLY Bowls 
Club are enjoying 
one of their most 
successful start to a 
bowls season with 
just one loss in all 
league matches 
played which was a 
midweek Munro 
Cup game. 

Both the club and ‘A’ 
CML sides are unbeaten 
in their league games so 
far this season with the 
club side four from four 
and the ‘A’ side five 
from five. 

Last Saturday, 

Romilly club side were 
up against one of the 
strongest teams in their 
league and playing away 
from home was going be 
a severe test which could 
have a serious say in this 
season’s league results. 

The Romilly club side 
travelled to Gilfach 
Bargoed last Saturday 
confident, but also 
knowing that over the

result. 

In the opening ends of 
the game Romilly went 
into a useful lead with 
the rinks of Graham 
Cogbill, Jeff Wright and 
Brian Foscolo all ahead, 
with only Fred Phillips’ 
rink behind, leaving the 
the ‘Rom’ ahead by five 
shots at the end fifth 
end, 25-20. 

Foscolo’s rink of 
Gwynne Rees, Roger 
Jones and Mel Newman 


were bowling 
exceptionally well on a 
nicely paced but tricky 
green taking the 
initiative and putting 
pressure onto their 
opponents, who were 
struggling on their own 
green, leaving the 
Romilly rink to go 
further ahead by the 10th 
end, leading by 13 shots. 

Another rink playing 
brilliantly was Gary 
Eastmant, Ray 
Hewitson, Mike Doyle 
and Cogbill, who were 
well ahead 17-4 at the 
same stage and Wright’s 
rink of Paul Williams, 
Rhodri Phillips, and 
George Trepleton were 
holding a two shot lead 
up against a good 
Gilfach four skipped by 
the experienced Brian 
Harris. 

Unfortunately, 

Phillips’ rink had fallen 
behind by 12 shots, 5- 
17, with Gilfach skip 
Paul Mullins capitalising 
on the inconsistency of 
the Romilly four but the 
overall score was still in 
favour of the visitors, 
49-35. 

Although Romilly 
were 14 ahead they 
knew that Gilfach would 
fight all the way, and 
between the 11th to the 
15 th ends the home side 
began to pressurise the 
Romilly rinks, reducing 
the deficit to eight shots. 

The concern for the 
‘Rom’ was that although 
Cogbill and Foscolo’s 
rinks were still holding 
healthy advantages, Jeff 
Wright’s rink dropped 
seven shots to fall 
behind, while Phillips’ 
rink was still under the 
cosh and were well 


down, 8-23. 

Going into the last six 
ends it was a question as 
to whether the ‘Rom’ 
could handle the 
continued pressure. Well 
the answer was positive, 
as firstly Foscolo’s rink 
maintained their form 
winning by a 
comfortable 15 shots, 
while Cogbill’s rink 
began to leak shots; after 
being 14 shots ahead at 
the start of the 16th end 
they managed to hold 
their nerve and win by 
four. 

Wright’s rink fell 
behind by seven and 
were in danger of falling 
further behind but they 
managed to play some 
excellent bowls to keep 
the overall score in the 
balance. 

It was now left to the 
rink of Phillips to 
recover from their 
situation to ensure a 
Romilly win overall - it 
looked unlikely but the 
true fighting qualities 
came to the fore over the 
last six ends with Phil 
Gershenson, Terry 
Bloomfield and Clive 
Collins giving great 
support to their skip, 
scoring 11 shots without 
reply, and although still 
losing by just four shots 
19-23, they ensured a 
Romilly victory by eight 
shots, 87-79. 

With two rinks up and 
two down, Romilly took 
10 points to Gilfach’s 
four maintaining the 
‘Rom’s’ status at the top 
of the CML first 
division. 

Romilly ‘A’ team 
welcomed Rhoose to 
Romilly Park last 
Saturday looking to 


extend their unbeaten 
run. 

From the off the 
‘Rom’ rinks took control 
and by the fifth end had 
an advantage of 23 shots 
with all rinks ahead. 

Over the next five 
ends the ‘Rom’ 
continued to play well 
but only picked up a 
further three shots 
mainly due to visiting 
skips Paul Williams and 
Ron Ball clawing back 
their initial deficits 
against the Romilly rinks 
skipped by Alun Bryan 
and Howard Jones. 

At the beginning of 
the 11th end Romilly 
were ahead by 26 shots 
and playing with 
confidence which 
showed as they went 
further ahead by 36 
shots by the end of the
